Dear Ben* 

I am returning herewith the 10 shilling Massachusetts 
Kay 25?, 1775, h 7 o. 1288, which you will note is in much better 
condition than the li; shilling which, by mistake, I put in 
the set you acquired. The Ih shilling is in three or more 
pieces, patched by Scotch tape, and the enclosed note is 
all one piece, in clean condition, and broader margins. 

Dick told me about the fact that the one shilling 
and twelve shilling New Jersey 1?86 are among the missing. 

These were both sent by me in the group to Picker. The one 
shilling is Plate Letter C and is numbered either 75867 or 
15867. The twelve shilling is Flat* Letter B and is 
numbered either lliL69 or UU89. 

I am positive that these were sent to Picker and per- 
haps they were seen by someone who looked at them while in 
Picker’s possession. I certainly hope these can be found 
and believe it would be wise for Picker to write to anyone 
who looked at the notes to see if, by chance, they took them 
for study, examination, or by error. The pieces can always 
be positively identified. 

I thought I would hear from you about the heavy plastic 
envelopes as I am holding up my order to await yours. They 
must be the same length as mine but can be any shorter height. 
Will you let me know hew many you want if you still might 
desire them. The price I gave you was in unite of 5,000 
but a lesser amount should not make any material difference. 
They are marvelous envelopes compared to the thinner .005 
thick envelopes which is so commonly used. The fold-over 
at the aides stiffens them much more than a weld.
